PUBLIC PROSECUTOR TO ACT? 


| Penang, Aug. 23,

The District Judge observed

During the taking of Hatelel’s 
evidence the Judge said that no 
jury would convict but he would .

LORD. CUSHENDEN EXPLAINS T0| 
"REUTER. 


‘NATIONS CONSULTED. 
Geneva, Yesterday, 

Lord Cushendun, interviewed" by 
‘Reuter with regard to the’ Anglo- 
French Naval Yisarmament Accord, 
émphasised that there was- nothing 
in the shape of.an agreed Anglo- 
Vrench Policy, no secret clauses 
and urrangement with regard td 
an alliance or co-uperation between 
the British. and French Navies. 
Nothing of the sort had ever been 
suggested. - 

The Accord was merely a solution 
of the Anglo-French di Ivergence of 
opinion with regard to the prin- 
‘ciples whereon naval disarma- 
ment might be appronched. It was 
simply for the purpose of securing a 
single text as between the two draft 
conventions and there were: only 
four or five short but very techini- 
cal clauses, Publication. had been 
haturally delayed until the Ameri. 
can, Italian and Japanese Govern- 


| ments, to whom the Accord had been 


communicated, had had an’ oppor- 
tunity of considering their replies 
to the invitation to make observa- 
tlons thereon. ' 

‘Lord Cushendun emphasised that 
unjess‘all the other nations con- 


cerned at Geneva were in agree- 


ment,...the proposed convention 
would fall to the ground, but he 
was very hopeful of their arriving 
at.an agreed text,’ possibly with 
some amendments.—Reuter.

Before ‘Mr. R. EB Lindéell, at

Chinwan, were summoncd for the 
ulleged accret distilling of duti- 
able spirits, and failing to supply 
necessary information to the Jm- 
ports and Exports Department, | 
of the quantity of raw materials 
used in the process of distilling. 

Mr, J. D, Lloyd, Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports, prose-

Outlining the ed Mr, Lloyd 
said that the first ‘defendant 

‘(Ling Yue-tin) was the licensee 
of the Distillery, He stayed in 
Hong Kong most. of his time and 
visited the Distillery at Chinwan 
oniy once n week, | ashe was re- 
sponsible for the due carrying out 
of the regulations. ,

SURPRISE VISIT. 

On August 1 Mr. Hl. A. Taylor
